State 
Food 
Conservator 
Believes 
This will Help Reduce Persent 
Big Wastage.

The campaign to promote the u-< 
o f bread, regardless as to how many 
days it has been from the ovens, so 
long as it retains it- purity, will he 
prosecuted in Indiana, with renewed 
vigor. 
State Food Conservator, H. 
E. Barnard, encouraged by the ac 
tion of the council of national de 
fense, expects to bring added pres 
sure on the bakers of the state to 
effect an agreement to refuse the re­ 
turn 
of what 
i- known 
as ‘‘stale 
bread.” 
The State Council of Defense has 
directed the most vigorous effort be 
applied to prevent the wa-te that at­ 
taches to the return of bread to the 
bakery, after it has failed of sale, 
in twenty-four hours 
It is believed 
that once the consuming public real- 
ies the importance of this form of 
conservation, it will co-operate to 
the end that every ounce of avail­ 
able food-stuff 
will 
be 
saved and 
consumed. 
Thf plan of refusing to accept the 
return of 
“stale bread” 
has been 
tried in many places and after a 
brief campaign of education has been 
found very satisfactory in its re­ 
sults. 
“Indiana is no less patriotic when 
it comes to saving bread, in this man­ 
ner. than any other state, and I feel 
that the people will fall in line just 
as they have with recruits for the 
army 
and money 
for the 
Liberty

In all the history of the world, 
perhaps, 
there has 
never been 
><> 
much voting by so many different 
sorts of human being* on *o many 
different subjects, a* there is in Rus­ 
sia l hi.- very minute. 
Soldiers are voting; workmen are 
voting; moulders, machinists, wash­ 
women, 
waiters, 
scrubwomen 
ser­ 
vants, cab-drivers, street cleaners, 
railroad men, peasants—all are vot­ 
ing. 
They are voting for delegates 
to meetings; they are voting on hours 
and wages; the soldiers are voting oil 
how to tight and on what orders shall 
<>r shall not be given to them; they 
hold meetings in the trenches, elect 
delegates and 
sent them 
back to 
Petrograd to represent them in the 
national gathering of soldiers. 
And while this storm of voting is 
under way the new government, alert 
and on its tip toes, waits to know 
the popular will and translate it into 
law. 
The government has no army 
behind it; and governments without 
armies are powerless. 
The army is 
behind the people— in fact, the army 
is the people. 
So long as the new 
government carries out the will of the 
people it will have the support of 
the army. 
Wherefore the masters of 
public opinion, like Kerensky, keep 
themselves in the way of knowing 
what the public will on any certain 
matter may chance to be. 
The first thing that strikes an Am­ 
erican in Russia is the fact that this 
new 
twentieth 
century 
form 
of 
wholesale war is going seriously to 
interfere with the King business in 
Europe. 
Despotic 
Kings 
are safe 
enough, if they have a professional 
army 
behind them 
and if 
their 


civilian subjects arc not allowed to 
possess 
arms. 
But 
professional 
armies are killed early, in such great 
wars a* this, and it becomes neces­ 
sary to put workingmen and fanners 
into uniforms and give them guns 
and expect them to take the places 
of the professionals. 
This expecta­ 
tion 
went wrong in Russia.

the workingman into a soldier.

uniform, and

PEOPLE HAVE THE FIN A L VOTE 


Massachusetts Had Special Law for 


Selection of 
Representatives 


of Various Occupations.

The men who have been selected 
and who have met to frame a new 
constitution for M assachusetts 
are 
the people’s representatives in per­ 
forming the most difficult 
and 
im­ 
portant work which democracy ha­ 
to perform. These nun represent the 
people as a committee represents a 
body of men. 
They are to frame ami 
report back a constitution for the 
commonwealth. 
Their action i- not 
final because the people vote “yes’* 
or “no’’ on their work. 
Their re­ 
sponsibility is none the less 
great, 
however, for they are charged with 
a moral responsibility to frame the 
very best constitution that the people 
will adopt. 
There are 320 men in this conven­ 
tion— one o f the largest bodies ot 
constitution makers that ever assem ­ 
bled. They were elected by the people 
is the 
following 
manner: 
Sixteen 
were elected by the entire state Four 
were elected from each ot the s i x ­ 
teen congressional districts and the 
rest were elected by the state repre­ 
sentative districts. 
The method 
is 
different from that employed in In­ 
diana in that Indiana elects fifteen 
at large and one hundred by repre­ 
sentative districts. 
A special election was held May 1 
1917, and prior to that there was ; 
primary to eliminate the excess < 
candidates, so that at 
the 
special 
election not over twice as many can­ 
didates were running as there were 
places to be tilled. 
ft is plain from these facts that 
this convention represents the state 
geographically in 
a 
most 
perfect 
manner. 
Two 
hundred 
and 
forty 
members are elected by small di>- 
triets, sixty-four 
by 
congressional 
districts and sixteen by the state. 
There is no part of the state unrep­ 
resented. 
The election by congressional dis­ 
tricts and at large served to encour­ 
age tht. ablest men of the state to be­ 
come candidate-. 
Many men would 
not risk election from a small dis­ 
trict where personal polities plays >o 
large a part and big issues count for 
less, but who would 
seek 
election 
from a congressional district where 
greater talent counts. 
Still 
others 
play ii}u>n the state-wide stage and 
would become 
candidates 
for 
the 
greater honor o f being a delegate-at- 
large. 
This plan of 
election 
has 
fully justified 
itself in 
M assachu­ 
setts and an array of talent is gath­ 
ered which makes 
this 
convention 
compare favorably with any similar 
body. 
There are in the convention three 


ex-governors— John L. Bates, John 
A. A. Brackett and David I. W alsh; 
three former 
attom ev-generals 
o f 
the state— Herbert 
Parker, 
A. 
E 
Pillsburg and Dana Malone; one ex- 
just ieo of the supreme court— Jam es 
M. Morton. 
Other prominent mem­ 
bers are Joseph C. Pelletier, prose 
eating attorney 
o f Suffolk 
county 
(B o sto n ); 
George 
W. 
Anderson, 
United States district attorney for 
M assachusetts; Sherman L. 
W hip­ 
ple, one of the leading attorneys o f 
the state and nation; Professor A l­ 
bert Bushnell Hart of Harvard, who 
knows government and constitutions 
to the very last principle and prac­ 
tice: George Coleman, author pub­ 
licity director, sociologist and noted 
founder of Ford Hall, Boston; Louis 
A. Coolidge, prominent business man, 
author, former newspaper man, now 
treasurer and director of tin* United 
Shoe Machinery Co.; Charles Fran­ 
cis Adams, lawyer, business man and 
direct descendent o f John 
Adams; 
losiah Quincy and Edwin U. Curtis, 
former mayors of Boston and men oi 
the highest business and profession­ 
al stand tag; 
M atthew Hale, 
noted 
progressive leader and lawyer; Jas. 
r. Moriaritv and Daniel R. Donovan, 
prominent state labor leaders; John 
W. Cummings, law yer of Fail River 
who led all others in the state-wide 
vote; Charles F. Choate, well-know 
aw yer:

md Robert Luce, former lieutenant 
governor and one o f the state’s mo 
prominent citizens. 
These names stand out but then 
are 
many 
others 
o f prominence 
Eleven 
of 
the 
delegates-at-large 
have attained sufficient reputation to 
have been admitted to the -tandan 
biography o f prominent Americans 
W ho’s Who in America, and a mere 
casual glance at the names will .-how 
relationship with the great men o f 
M assachusetts’ h\*io ry . 
In this convention are sitting 
number of men already holding pub­ 
lic office. 
The -heriff and prosecu­ 
tor cd* Suffolk county are member 
Mr. Anderson, United State- district 
attorney, 
i- 
a 
member. 
Severn 
judges of probate and common pleas 
courts are in the convention whih 
holding their judicial 
office. 
These 
l a d s are significant that the conven­ 
tion i> a laxly outside of the pro­ 
visions of the existing constitution 
and tin* limitations o f that instru­ 
ment do not apply. 
The M assachu­ 
setts’ constitution prohibits holding 
two offices at one time, hut the best 
legal «»pinion does not <*la>- member 
ship in the convention a> an offiei 
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under the meaning o f that term m 
tin* constitution. 
There vva> consid­ 
erable discussion o f 
tin* 
po>-ibl<* 
candidacy of Governor M d ’all until 
he announced that he would not run 
and his right to be a member while 
acting a- governor was generally up- 
J held. Several delegates are members 
of tin* State Legislature. 


The convention i- made up of peo­ 
ple from all walks o f life and in tlii^ 
the second element o f repre-entatioi 
i- given. We have seen that tin* slate 
is geographically represented. 
It is 
equally important that 
occupations 
have fair representation. 
The cla-h 
of interests is hound to force mut­ 
ter-, to the front 
upon 
which 
all 
classes of 
people 
should 
have 
a 
voice. 
If they do not have a voice 
in the framing, defective provi-ion- 
ttiH.v lx* submitted to the people. A 
mere slip brought about in ignorance 
may discredit and defeat 
a 
good 
constitution. 
The statistics of the occupational 
interests represented in tin* conven­ 
tion ha\> not yet been compiled, but 
two f a c t s already stand out. 
One is 
that labor is fairly well represented 
and the other is that the lawyers are 
over represented. 
It appears that there 
are 
from 
thirty to forty per cent, of the mem­ 
bers who are lawyers. Twelve of the 
sixteen delegates-at-large are promi­ 
nent attorneys and nearly half 
of 
the delegates from the congression­ 
al districts follow the profession of 
law. 
Possibly il is a delusion which we 
shall never get over hut it is none 
the le -s ji delusion I hat lawyers are 
good 
constitution 
makers. 
Other 
states than M assachusetts have also 


shown an undue proportion o f legal 
talent in their conventions. The idea 
seem s to have been inherited from 
the old days when the lawyer was 
first of all a public man and states 
man. 
The Revolution furnished us 
many examples 
o f 
such 
lawyers. 
Webster, Clay, Lincoln and Sumner 
are the mid-century law yer-states­ 
man type. We have a lew such to ­ 
day but in general the lawyer today 
knows no more about statesm anship 
or constitutions 
than 
the 
w ell-in­ 
formed laymen, and certainly not as 
much as the students and professors 
o f government. Their business keeps 
them in their specialty. 
Few ever 
argue a constitutional question be­ 
fore the courts. 
Their training is in 
precedents. 
The 
decided 
ease 
is 
their compass and guide. 
They do 
not read jurisprudence or con stitu ­ 
tional law. but they do read eases. 
They no longer 
read history 
and 
hooks on government as of old and 
their ignorance of hooks and social 
ami economic 
life is 
disconcerting 
MHisequently the instenetivelv look 
) a c k ward and not 
forward. 
They 
arc the slaves o f precedents and the 
roc- of progress. They are quite in- 
apable to pu-h out into the future 
ind prepare a constructive plan for 
the future. 
They could 
prepare 
a 
plan for tin* past quite admirably. 
Fortunately fo r M assachusetts, a 
number of the leaders of the 
bar 
elected to the convention are o f that 
type of progressive lawyer who still 
retains tin* deep interest in the pub­ 
lic welfare which we are wont to a s ­ 
sociate with statesmen 
of a 
great 
social democracy. 
It will 
be 
su r­ 
prising to me if out of this conven­ 
tion do not come a few leaders in 
the new’ democracy which 
we 
are 
certain to attain and some o f these 
leaders will be lawyers 
who 
have 
overcome the handicaps of their pro­ 
fession. 


But I have said nothing of the pol­ 
ities of the convention. While sp eak ­ 
ing o f geographical and occupation­ 
al representation, I have not m en­ 
tioned 
political 
representation. 
It 
was intended that there should be no 
i»arty polities in the convention. The 
delegates were elected on a non-par- 
11sail ballot. 
They were to he the 
people’-- special representatives* to 
erve the whole people and not to 
play for partisan advantage. 
It is 
too early to determine whether the 
ope 
of 
non-partisanship will 
be 
realized. 
Undoubtedly 
many 
men 
were elected because they were R e­ 
publicans or Democrats, even though 
their names did not 
appear 
under 
» a r t y 
designations. 
Undoubtedly 
partisanship played some part m the 
selection of a president, though 
it 
lid not dare openly to -how it- head, 
flic tendency of men to follow, un- 
onseiously. perhaps, 
their 
former 
»olitical leaders accounts largely for 
this. 


But on the whole it is doubtful if 
»arty politics has played, 
or 
will 
play, it- destructive role in this con- 
ention. 
'flie occasion i> too 
im­ 
portant; there are too many men of 
null purpose in the convention whose 
influence will be felt; and there are 
too many who feel for the fir>t time 
freedom from the 
thralldom 
o f 
parties to permit party shackles to 
lie placed on the convention. 
If it 
does happen, the reason 
may 
be 
ound in the purpo.-e of those sin is­ 
ter influences which want nothing to 
done and who know’ full well that 
the injection o f party politic- will 
iclp to defeat the work of the con ­ 
vention. 


The real division will he between 
iberals and conservatives— the only 
ogical division in a democracy.

y ou can possibly do If y ou will go and 
do It today . 
No new thing that can 


happen to y ou r friend will compare In 
relish with that intimation that y ou r 
interest in him is aliv e and activ e. 
There is a v isit y ou hav e intended to 
make for altogether i«>o long, and the 
more y ou think abou t it the more diffi­ 
cu lt it gets. 
Bu t y ou may appear at 
that place this v ery week, and with 
y ou r appearance there will set In cu r­ 
rents of renewal and interest and 
freshness that seem all ou t of propor­ 
tion to what y ou hav e done. 
It is not the great tragedies which 
make life so disappointing.

They 
hav e a sort of pride in letting u s go on 
withou t a response and making u s feel 
that we are alone In ou r interest, bu t 
all the time they are being influ enced, 
and ou r care is not wasted. After all, 
people do look u p to affection. 
There is no sweeter or more reward­ 
ing moment in life than when su ddenly 
there lea ps forth the sign that the 
care of some heart has tu rned again 
toward what it had forsaken and for­ 
gotten. We need not compare too pre­ 
cisely the two pleasu res of su rprise 
and recognition, hu t there Is no thrill 
or joy that this life has to giv e greater 
than the old lov e, which we fancied 
almost perished, appearing again. 
And the beau ty of It all is that they ! 
can flou rish again. 
They may seem 
J 
sometimes to perish almost to the 
roots, and then they come forth as a 
root ou t of a dry grou nd. And best of 
all, their best life may ev en be after 
that long and blighting frost.—Su nday 
School Times.
